GENTLEMEN—In replying to your communication dated 
July 31, regarding the withdrawal of the schedule of 
wages which you under date of June 6 of the present 
year submitted to Eagle Lodge and affecting minority 
only of your employees (which schedule was said by you 
to be an equalization of wages), it might be well to direct 


your attention to some very important facts 

Your schedule was rejected by Eagle Lodge two differ- 
ent times. The first on Sunday, June 7. The second 
time on Thursday, June 11, after reconsidering your sec- 


ond offer of the same schedule. 

After Eagle Lodge had twice rejected your offer, you 
for some reason of your own voluntarily paid (the follow- 
ing pay day) to some of your employees who were for- 
tunate enough tc get an advance (no matter how incon 
siderable it was) the wages you had previously offered 
and which were rejected by Eagle Lodge, with whom you 
were ostensibly dealing. 

You realize, of course, that having given to some of 
your employees voluntarily an advance in wages, which 
their union (Eagle Lodge) had refused, it seems to us 
that this communication of yours refers to a cut down of 
wages already advanced rather than the withdrawal of a 
continuing offer. 

You say that in order to keep this 
have given your employees they must 


advanced wage you 
return to work un 


conditionally by August 6, providing their places are 
vacant. 

We doubt very much whether the great majority of 
your employees will return to their work until they are 
satisfied that you are ready to meet them in a spirit of 


fairness and submit the whole controversy to an unbiased 
third party for their decision, and also an assurance that 
the paper makers, firemen and millwrights shall be given 
their respective employments. 

The moment you consent to this honorable 
deciding the controversy and give this assurance your em 
ployees will go back to work and abide the result of an 
impartial investigation.

AUGUST I, 1903. 
To the Stockholders: 

Referring to a notice which has been sent to you re 
lating to a suit brought by John A. Shutts against this 
company and others, the undersigned begs, upon behalf 
of the directors, to say: 

Mr. Shutts, who brings this suit, owns 189 shares of 
the stock of this company, less than the one-thousandth 
part of the whole stock outstanding. He was employed 
by the company at a salary of $1,200 a year. The man 
agement has dispens - with his services for good cause, 


and has declined his application for reinstatement 

He has brought suit against the company, all its di 
rectors and numerous companies which were vendors 
of property to it at its organization, based upon various 


extravagant and unfounded charges. The motive which 
leads so small a stockholder to institute so large a liti 
gation is naturally open to question. The company is 
advised that the suit is totally without merit, and will see 
that it is properly defended. It is not brought in the in 
terest of the company or its stockholders, as it professes 
to be, but is in direct hostility to the interest of every 
stockholder. It is totally wanting in good faith and is 


instigated by parties having ulterior motives 
As to acts complained of by Mr. Shutts which occurred 


at the organization of this corporation, they were abso 
lutely essential to such organization. Without them th¢ 
organization could never have been completed

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FAIR SUMMER TRADE. 


Some Grades ef Paper Are Getting Scarce as Supplies Are 
; Cut off by Strikes—Werking Mills 
Fairly Busy. 


The actual scarcity of certain grades of writings, coupled 
with the prospect of a continuation of the strike, has 
combined to increase the disturbance in the New York 
writing market. As stocks in some grades are exhausted 
substitution is the order of the day. Low and medium 
priced makes of the American Writing Paper Company, 
and colored flats made by the Parsons Paper Company 
are prominent among those papers that are reported as 
“all gone.” The supply of regular stock sizes is also di- 
minishing, not because of the demand for them, but be- 
cause they are being drawn on to take the places of special 
sizes and weights the orders for which are unfilled, owing 
to the strike. Another evidence of the situation is the fact 
that the dealers in writings are now doing more borrowing 
from each other than at any time since the strike began. 
It should be said, too, that there is now genuine worry 
among large consumers of writings because of the un- 
favorable news from Holyoke this week. Reports from 
that city point to a prolongation of the strike. This pros- 
‘pect is all the more disturbing because there is little chance 
of getting special orders filled in a hurry by the outside 
writing mills. All of them are full of business from their 
regular customers. It can be seen therefore that the pres- 
ent condition and the outlook do not afford much comfort 
to the sellers and users of writing papers. Aside from the in- 
terest in writings there is very little to report this week in 
regard to the paper market. It is quiet in all lines except 
in writings. News paper is still firm, although this is the 
“off” season for consumption. The labor troubles which 
have been threatening for months are now confined to one 
news mill, the troubles in the other sections having been 
settled. The extra strength contributed to the market by 
the labor agitation is therefore for the time almost elim- 
inated. The fair demand for news and the small supply 
on hand help to keep the news market firm. In book 
papers there has been no tangible change the past week. 
Both machine finished and “super” are fairly steady, but 
cannot be said to be positively firm. An element of 
strength has been contributed to the book market by the 
fact that a proposition to advance the price on soda pulp 
was seriously discussed at the meeting of manufacturers 
held in New York last week. Although no positive action 
was taken on the proposition the fact that it was seriously 
entertained has helped stiffen the book market a little. 
Manilas are in about their usual midsummer condition. 
There is but a small volume of new business just now. The 
cheaper grades are a little weak and dull, while the better 
ones are just holding their own. In boards the market is 
rather quiet, although there is still something doing. 





Holyoke Idle This Week.

Business is at a standstill in this city this week, not only 
on account of the strike but on account of the annual 
drawing of water from the canals. Some of the mills are 
making shipments of paper finished last week, but not a 
mill in Holyoke or South Hadley Falls is manufacturing 
paper. 

Outside of Holyoke mills are running on small orders, 
none of them having a sufficient amount of business on 
hand to crowd them. The ledger mills have quite a 
good trade and up to the present time have not felt the 
dull times as much as the writing mills. 

The Millers Falls Paper Company is getting well under 
way and reports some good orders on hand. The Esleeck 
Manufacturing Company has a good trade this week and 
is satisfied with the condition of its trade, although more 
business could be handled.

Fair Trade in Bosten.

Business developments in local paper trade circles show 
no change of late, the conditions ruling for the past few 
weeks still prevailing. The movement in all lines of paper 
seems to hold up very well for the dull summer season. 
Although business with the Boston trade is not as heavy 
this summer as it was last year at this time, and trade then 
was quite active, there has been a better volume of busi- 
ness than usually falls to the lot of paper dealers during 
the hot vacation months. So far as can be learned no 
extra large orders are being placed at present by consum- 
ers, but there is constantly coming to hand quite a number 
of small orders that are wanted quickly. The volume of 
business is not steady, however, some days being very 
active and then follow days when very little is doing, and 


yet, notwithstanding the seeming limited volume of busi- 
ness, the tone of the market is very strong, owing to the 
labor troubles at Holyoke. All of the mills outside of 
Holyoke are having all they can take care of. Under the 
strike conditions it is only natural that the paper market 
should be firm. Should the labor troubles at Holyoke con- 
tinue for a month longer the local trade will get a little 
uneasy. In the meantime, however, trade will run along 
in its routine way, buyer and seller watching the possibil- 
ities of the future.

Quict Trade in Philadelphia.

PHILApELpuia, August 3, 1903.—That business is quiet 
is generally admitted, but there is a bit of difference re- 
garding its condition, seasonably considered. “July busi- 
ness was far behind that of a year and of two years ago,” 
declared one dealer, “and I should say, therefore, that 
business is unseasonably dull.”

Until last 
summer and the preceding one we never expected any 
better trade than we now have.” 

Many jobbers find the inability to secure watermarked 
paper from the Holyoke mills an obstacle to business. 
Local manufacturers are benefiting, however. The Jes- 
sup & Moore Paper Company is running full time and its 
mills are filled with orders. 

Demand for wrapping papers is steady, for tissues 
good, for book and building papers quiet. Prices show 
no change from last week.

App_Leton, Wis., August 3, 1903—Fox River Valley 
manufacturers report that during the last two weeks busi- 
ness has shown a decided change for the better.

The present easy condi- 
tion of the market would tend to confirm the accuracy of 
this information, especially when it is realized that loft 
dried mills always run their product into stock and fill 
all orders out of stock.

Notice was issued to all of the mills this afternoon by 
the Holyoke Water Power Company that the water would 
not be let into the canals till Monday morning owing to 
the non-completion of work in the mills now in progress 
of construction. This is the second time in the history 
of the company that the step has been necessary. 

The great majority of members of Eagle Lodge will 
not return to work tomorrow or Monday it was stated 
at headquarters today. Some desertions are looked for. 

It was stated today that the opportunity tomorrow would 
be the last that Eagle Lodge would receive for returning 
to work, as immediate steps would be taken to fill the 
mills up with help from outside the city.

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WHITE MOUNTAIN’S NEW OFFICIAL. 


Isaac Blodgett, of New Hampshire, Appointed Master to 
Determine Facts as to Status of Bondholders 
and as to Mortgaged Property. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Portsmoutu, N. H., August 1, 1903.—The hearing of 
the various petitions on the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany was held at a session of the United States Circuit 
Court this forenoon, Judge Edgar Aldrich presiding. There 
was a great array of legal talent present in court, includ- 
ing New York and Boston lawyers. There were three peti- 
tions, the first that of George Megeath and others for the 
removal of the trustee, the North American Trust Com- 
pany; second, the petition of certain creditors to place the 
company in bankruptcy, and third, the petition of the re- 
ceivers to issue receivers’ certificates to pay taxes and 
other expenses. 

In the first, Lawyer Julien T. Davies, who represented 
the North American Trust Company, the trustee, claimed 
that the trustee represented 92 per cent. of the total bond- 
holders, while Megeath and others, represented by District 
Attorney Charles Hamblett and A. E. Bosworth, of 
Springheld, held only 3 per cent. Mr. Davies said that 
before the mortgages held by the trustee were foreclosed 
he would like a hearing, at which the fullest investiga- 
tion would be made as to the North American Trust Com- 


pany, and also to determine the amount actually paid in 
by the bondholders, some claiming to have paid in the full 
amount, while others have paid but small assessments. 

The counsel for the other side also desired a hearing, 
and Judge Aldrich finally appointed Isaac Blodgett, of 
Franklin, former chief justice of the New Hampshire 
Supreme Court, as master, with the following order: 

“Judge Isaac Blodgett appointed master to hear and 
determine facts in dispute under petition, also to hear and 
determine all material facts as to status of bondholders; to 
report facts of property covered by mortgages.” 

Judge Aldrich, in. making the order, said that in his 
former remarks about Receiver W. F. Donovan he did not 
intend to criticise his actions in not taking charge of the 
unmortgaged property, but simply to point out that the 
original petition was such that he could have taken pos- 
session of all property. Lawyer Davies attempted to get 
a petition filed, asking for a separate receiver for the un- 
mortgaged property, but Judge Aldrich said it would only 
complicate matters, and he was not in favor of it. He 
finally issued an order that it could be filed 

J. S. H. Frink, representing Milliken Brothers, of New 
York, and the Keeler Pipe Company, said he did not un- 
derstand that there was to be a foreclosure and asked to 
intervene. He claimed his clients had a lien on the prop- 
erty which antedated that of the mortgage of the trust 
company. He was given five days to file his petition. 

On the second question, of placing the company in bank- 
ruptcy, E. H. Goding, of the firm of Sherman, Whipple & 


Ogden, of Boston, was given permission to enter H. H. 


Bond and the New England Bolt and Nut 
Company, of Boston, on the petition for bankruptcy, and 
he was allowed to amend his original petition. Judge Ald 
rich stated that it was an unjust question as to whether 
the affairs of the company should be administered through 
bankruptcy proceedings or through the Circuit Court. He 
wanted time, and appointed a hearing for the last Tuesday 
in August; in the meantime the investigation is to go on 
Mr. Goding said that he wanted to be heard before there 
was a foreclosure, as it would freeze out all creditors, as 
there was a clause in the mortgage which called for the 
sale of the property in bulk in case of foreclosure, and this 
would mean that none but the reorganizing committee 
could buy it. 

On the petition of the receivers for permission to issue 
receivers’ certificates, Mr. Davies filed the statement or in- 
ventory of the receivers, and Judge Aldrich asked that a 
list of the known creditors be also filed. The receivers 
had expended $4,800 from their own pockets, and $40,000 
was needed to pay taxes and care for the property. This 
was opposed by Lawyer Frink, who claimed that, should 
this be taken from the property here, it would leave noth- 
ing for the creditors. If it could be divided over the tim- 
ber land he would withdraw his objection. 

Judge Aldrich finally suggested that the receivers’ cer- 
tificates be for $50,000, and he granted the petition with 
these figures.

Minnesota Paper Men Complain That Low Tariff to Wis- 


consin Is Hurting Their Business—Will Ask 
Railroad Commission to Act. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL ] 

St. Paut, Minn., August 3, 1903.—According to the pa 
per and pulp manufacturers of Northern Minnesota, the 
exceedingly low freight rates on pulp wood from the lum- 
bering towns of the northern part of the State 
paper manufacturing districts of Wisconsin threaten to 
drive from Minnesota the paper manufacturing plants that 
have been founded during the past few years.

To protect their interests the paper men will soon present 
a petition to the State railroad and warehouse commission, 
asking that the railroads be allowed to restore the old 
rates which were in force prior to January 1, 1903. It 
is said that the lines operating in the pulp wood district 
are willing and ready to again place the old tariffs in 
vogue, if the commission will allow the change. 

Up to last January there was no special classification for 
pulp wood. At that time some of the pulp wood dealers 
in the northern part of the State asked the railroad com- 
missioners to have pulp wood scheduled under a separate 
list. It had been rated the same as lumber, and the roads 
were receiving 14 cents a 100 pounds for hauls from 
Duluth to points in the Fox and Wisconsin River valleys. 

A conference was held between the commission and the 
northern roads, and after the matter had been briefly dis- 
cussed it was agreed by the lines to reduce the rate on

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STRIKE AT NORFOLK. 


Men Leave Their Work, Because of Objection te Night 
Foreman—Waltresses at His Boarding House Refuse 
to Serve Him and Are Discharged. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., August 4, 1903.—Tuesday night of 
last week the employees of the Remington-Martin Paper 
Company at Norfolk, N. Y., quit work because the com- 
pany would not let them say who should be the night“ 
foreman. About four weeks ago some of the employees 
objected to the employment of Edward Cranston as night 
foreman of the machine room. That difficulty was fixed 
up by assigning Cranston to duty in another part of the 
mill. Tuesday afternoon notices were posted that Ed- 
ward Hardiman would fill the position of night foreman. 
A committee of employees soon waited on Superintendent 
Cowie and informed him that they would not work under 
Mr. Hardiman. Mr. Cowie informed them that they could 
do as they pleased, but that Mr. Hardiman would be em- 
ployed. Of the men who quit, about 150 in number, 100 
returned to work Wednesday. Mr. Hardiman, the new 
foreman, was employed at the mill of the Watertown Pa- 
per Company during the recent strike, and this is under- 
stood to be the cnly objection to him on the part of the 
Remington-Martin employees. The strike resulted in a 
number of sensational stories being sent out that had no 
foundation in fact. One of them was to the effect that the 
strikers had attempted to burn the mill and that ten dep- 
uty sheriffs, heavily armed, were guarding the property. 
There has been no disturbance of any kind and the five 
deputy sheriffs summoned to Norfolk have as yet had 
nothing to do. 

Asked in regard to the strike, Secretary Hugo, of the 
company, said the question to be decided now is whether 
the company is going to run its own business or let its 
employees do it. The strike, he said, would be fought to 
a finish and the mill hereafter would be run on non- 
union principles. The company put the three tour sys- 
tem in operation soon after starting its mill, has treated 
its employees well, and has paid as high if not higher 
wages than any other similar concern in the country. In 


line with these remarks the company on Thursday posted 
the following for the information of its employees: 

“1, This company maintains its right to 
own business in its own way. 

“2. This company is well pleased with and indorses the 
management of Allen R. Cowie as general superintendent 
in every respect. 

“3. All hands who have not reported for work since 
Wednesday, July 29, are no longer in our employ. 

“4. Any person, whether a member of a labor union or 
not, applying for work will be given work if such person 
is satisfactory to Mr. Cowie, and he has a place for such 
applicant.” 

Charles H. Remington, treasurer and general manager 
of the company, says the terms of the notice will be ad- 
hered to whether the mill starts in full in five days or five 
years. The pulp and sulphite departments at the mill 
have not been shut down, but only one of the paper ma- 
chines has been in operation since last Tuesday. The 
places of the strikers are being filled, and the plans of the 
recently organized Pulp and Paper Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation are being put to a practical test. 

One of the amusing features of the strike was the re- 
fusal of the waitresses at Foreman Hardiman’s boarding 
place to serve him with food. The girls were discharged, 
others took their places, and the foreman is not going 
hungry. B.

Paper Matters at Lockport. 

Lockport, N. Y., August 4, 1903.—There seems to be a 
very healthy condition of affairs in the mills of this city. 
At the Niagara Mills, noted far and wide for their cover 
papers, repairs are nearing completion. The plant will be 
in complete condition whén the new stock house is com- 
pleted. This is a wood and stone structure two stories in 
height, 50x100 feet, and as near fireproof as possible. The 
new boiler house is completed, and a 200 horse power boiler 
has been installed. The 60 inch cylinder machine has been 
remodeled, and has now four cylinders. A new stone 
building, two stories, about 60 feet square, has been erected 
for the rags and beaters. Two new Jones beaters, 1,500 
pounds each, have been set up. The rag room occupies the 
second story, and the beaters the first. 

The Lockport Paper Company, devoted to building and 
roofing papers, finds the trade in a very fair condition con- 
sidering the spring prospects. The plant has added a new 
150 horse power boiler, which increases its horse power 
to 1,100. 

Superintendent Boggs, of the Traders Mill, has his 
plant in apple pie order. Since the new sulphite mill has 
been in operation he has had a few tons surplus of sul- 
phite and ground wood which the company has been able 
to sell at a good profit.

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PAPER FOR NEW YORK. 


The Paper Association of New York on Request Advises 
the City Government as to the Proper Classification 
—The New Arrangement of Grades. 


The rumpus in the office of the City Record of New 
York City, which has been going on for months and which 
has led to investigations and reports, and finally to the 
retirement of the former supervisor, Philip Cowen, has 
recently touched the New York paper trade in an official 
way. 

In the first place it should be explained that all the 
paper, stationery and office supplies used in all the city 
departments of Greater New York are bought through the 
office of the City Record, so called because the official city 
newspaper is published under the charge of the supervisor 
of that office. One reason for the investigation into the 
workings of the office was the charge that certain kinds 
and grades of ledger, bond and writing paper were favored 
because of the inequitable grouping of the papers upon 
which biddings were asked. For instance, in the report of 
the investigator it is shown that the cheaper grades got 
the preference simply because bids on them were asked 
for in groups that included one or two of the higher 
grade papers. Because of the severe criticism of this 
method of grouping, Supervisor Cowen, two days before 
he resigned, wrote to Wm. D. May, president of the Pa- 
per Association of New York City, referring the matter to 
that organization in order that the jobbers’ association 
might suggest a more satisfactory schedule and classifi- 
cation. Pursuant to this request President May called a 
meeting and appointed a committee to report on the mat- 
ter. 

This committee was made up of E. E. Wright, of 
Miller, Sloan & Wright; Spencer Lathrop, of Lasher & 
Lathrop; F. Lindenmeyr, of Henry Lindenmeyr & Sons; 
William G. Willmann, of Wm. G. Willmann, and J. E. 
Linde, of the J. E. Linde Paper Company, who acted as 
chairman. In order that all might be given an opportunity 
this committee invited all dealers in flat writing papers to 
meet for conference, and asked them to submit samples. 
Only one house outside the association responded to this 
invitation. 


The old classification of the papers used was as fol- 
lows: 
Grade A—Ledger Papers—to equal L. L. Brown’s. 


Grade B—Ledger Papers—to equal Scotch Linen 
Ledger. 

Grade C—Ledger Paper—to equal Greylock. 

Grade D—Ledger Paper—to equal Banker’s. 

Grade E—Ledger Paper—to equal Oneida. 

Grade F—Bond Papers—to equal Crane’s. 

Grade G—Bond Papers—to equal Iroquois. 

Grade H—Colored Bonds—to equal Brookdale. 

Grade I—Writings—to equal Parsons’. 


It was also a requirement that the papers must all be 


watermarked and the brands selected must be such as are 


obtainable in the market in various sizes up to double 
cap. Three to five samples of each kind of paper from 
which selections could be made were required. The wa- 
termarks are either mill marks or the marks of jobbers 
who invariably have the paper made up at the same mills 
so that the same quality might be looked for with some 
degree of certainty. 

Using the old grading as a basis, the committee ap- 
pointed by President May reported the following classifi- 
cation :

After this classification had been sent to the office of 
the Supervisor of the City Record President May wrote 
a letter to Mayor Low in which he stated the fact of the 
request made and the action taken on that request by the 
Paper Association of New York City. In this letter 
President ‘May, referring to the new classification, says: 

“The object of the writer is to inform you of that fact, 
so that if you are interested in the matter you may readily 
obtain from the Supervisor of the City Record a copy of 
the same.”

William Campbell & Co. 

Jersey Crry, N. J., August 3, 1903.—Special Master 
Frank P. McDermott has filed in the United States Circuit 
Court a report of the condition of William Campbell & 
Co., a wall paper manufacturing concern of Hackensack, 
the suit in which he was appointed having been instituted 
by the Garfield National Bank of New York. 

The report shows that there is due the complainant, as 
trustee, on mortgage, the sum of $214,200. 

James E. Howell, receiver of the company, having been 
appointed in October, 1902, annexes his report. When he 
assumed control there was a lot of old stock, on which he 
realized $314.61. There was in the company’s Philadelphia 
storehouse a similar lot of old fashioned, unmatched and 
unsalable wall paper, and on this the receiver’ realized the 
sum of $1,229.88. 

The property of the company is valued by the receiver at 
$150,000.

Secretary Wright, of the American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation, is taking hold of the association work in an 
energetic way that should be a stimulus to members, and 
that should lead to an increase in the membership roll.

Mr. Wright has 
given evidence of being in earnest in the work, and mem- 
bers owe it to him, to all their officers, to the association 
and to themselves to hustle. There are over 700 mill own- 
ers in the United States engaged in manufacturing paper. 
Every one of them should be a member of the National As- 
sociation, but even allowing that 200 of them desire to 
stand in their own light by remaining outside, the other 
500 should be members in good standing of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association. Now, then, will they? It is 
for them to say. 


A Year’s Foreign Trade. 

On the third reading page of this issue of THE PAPER 
TraADE JOURNAL are printed the Treasury Department re- 
turns of imports and exports for the month of June, and 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, so far as those returns 
affect the paper and paper stock trade. From time to 
time we have pointed out that unless we increased our 
shipments abroad, the total of our export business in 
paper this year would fall below the total of last year, 
and it has. In 1901 we sent abroad paper to the value of 
$7,438,901, in 1902 to the value of $7,312,030, and in 1903 
to the value of $7,180,014.

In the wood pulp department the changes have been 


more marked. In 1901 we imported 46,757 tons of pulp, 


valued at $1,586,402; in 1902, 67,416 tons, valued at $2,- 
059,092, and in 1903, 116,881 tons, valued at $3,387,770. 
In 1901 we exported 61,528,437 pounds of pulp, valued at 
$1,051,867; in 1902, 28,348,631 pounds, valued at $740,103, 
and in 1903, 22,464,472 pounds, valued at $445,228. In short 
in the.last two years we have more than doubled our im- 
portation and almost halved our exportation of wood 
pulp. 

We have also increased our importations of crude pa- 


per stock other than wood pulp. In igo1 they were 


valued at $2,183,686, in 1902 at $2,770,255 and in 1903 at 
$3,015,084. The imports of cotton rags for paper makers’ 


use have increased at a goodly rate. For instance, in 


1901 we imported 55,660,311 pounds, valued at $874,444; 
in 1902, 73,314,499 pounds, valued at $1,252,205, and in 


1903, 103,853,329 pounds, valued at $1,640,927, so that 
in the last two years the values and quantity of cotton 
rags imported have almost doubled. 

We, of course, have no record of domestic consump- 
tion of paper, but the great increase in our buying of 
raw material from outside sources, as well as the known 
great increase in our own productive capacity, gives one 
a very fair hint as to the enormous growth of the United 
States paper industry. 


The Paper Association of New York City, at the request 
of the late supervisor of the City Record, has made a 
classification of papers for use in calling for bids for 
municipal bidding. The new classification is as printed in 
this issue of THe Paper Trape JournaL. It is an im- 
provement on the old one, but even at that it is open to 
criticism. The committee of the association having the 
matter in charge invited dealers outside of the association 
to participate in the matter, but only one dealer accepted 
the invitation. The new list represents only those papers 
carried by members of the association, and in this it does 
not take account of the whole field. There is no reason 
why any paper should be excluded from the public bidding 
if it can meet requirements of quality and price, without 
regard to whether the man offering it is or is not a mem- 
ber of a jobbers’ association, and without reference to his 
acceptance or declination of an invitation to take an active 
part in preparing the classification. The supplying of pa- 
per to the city should be open to every reputable dealer 
and manufacturer.

The pulp men of Minnesota, according to a special cor- 
respondent's letter, have a grievance against the railroads. 
They allege that the railroad freight departments fixed 
such low rates for the transportation of pulp wood to Wis- 
consin that the lumbermen took advantage of them, and 
have been sending their supplies of logs to Appleton and 
other Wisconsin points, to the detriment of the Minnesota 
pulp and paper mills. The owners of the latter noW as- 
sert that they will petition the State railroad commission 
to compel the railroad to put in force high rates for the 
haul to Wisconsin points. .

Refining Engine—Paper Polishing Machine— Turbine Water 
Wheel—Paper Manufacture—Machine for Coating

George A. Clark, of Holyoke, and Hiland- R. Farns- 
worth, of Turners Falls, Mass., Edward P. Bagg, admin- 
istrator of said Clark, deceased, have been granted a pat- 
ent, No. 734,660, on a refining engine. 

This invention relates to the construction of refining 
engines for paper pulp, and it is in the nature of an im- 
provement on letters patent of the United States issued to 
George A. Clark on March 25, 1902, numbered 696,314; 
and the object of the invention is to provide a construc- 
tion which embodies all the general features of that pat- 
ent, and in addition thereto provides means whereby the 
pulp refining devices of the prior construction may be 
used separately, either for the purpose of running pulp of 
different qualities or different colors through the machine 
simultaneously, one kind through each head, or for the 
purpose of passing pulp first through one end of the ma- 
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it consists in forming on the hub of the head 7 the projec- 
tions k, which enter similarly formed notches in the ends 
of the sleeve, and when the heads are so placed screwing 
up a nut m against each head, whereby these are held in 
interlocking engagement with the sleeve. 

It will be readily understood that with a head j on 
either end of the body of the machine if these heads 
were keyed onto the shaft it would be practically impossi- 
ble to remove one of the heads, as there would be no 
means of driving the key out; but by the construction 
shown herein either head may be removed at will by un- 

“screwing the nut m and sliding the head off the shaft. 

A casing mn, secured to the plates c, encircles each end of 
the machine, and from this casing the pulp which has 
passed between the plate and the head passes out through 
a suitable discharge pipe, which is indicated by 0, for both 
ends of the machine. 

In carrying out this invention a partition p is provided, 
which is located transversely of the interior of the body a. 
This partition, preferably, is cast on the body. To pro- 
vide against the passage of any pulp between the inner 
edge of the partition and the surface of the sleeve i, the 
latter is provided with an annular flange q, cast thereon in

chine and then through the other, so that the same pulp 
may receive two separate treatments, whereby it may be 
more thoroughly refined. 

Fig. 1 is a transverse sectional view of a refining engine 
embodying the improvements. Fig. 2 is a longitudinal sec- 
tional view of the same. The plane of the section on which 
Figs. 1 and 2 are taken is indicated by line 11 on Fig. 2 
and line 22 on Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is a side elevation of a 
sleeve keyed on the main shaft and illustrating the con- 
nection of the heads therewith and also showing more 
clearly than do the other figures the connection between 
it and a thin partition which divides the body of the ma- 
chine transversely. 

This machine as a whole is the same as that forming 
the subject of the said prior patent. Upon a cylindrical 
body a, which is supported in a suitable frame b, located 
substantially midway between its ends, there are mounted 
two circular plates c, one on each end of said body, which 
have a sliding movement axially on the body. Each end 
of the latter is serew threaded and a nut d is screwed onto 
each end, and each of the heads is connected to one of 
these nuts in such manner that the nut may be rotated to 
adjust the head toward and from the head of the body. 
This connection consists of an angular plate e, which is 
bolted to the nut and provided with a turned in edge 
which engages a groove extending circumferentially 
around the head. The periphery of these nuts has gear 
teeth cut thereon with which a worm gear f meshes, where- 
by these nuts may be rotated, said worm gear being mounted 
upon a shaft g and provided with a suitable hand wheel. 
Through the cylindrical body a the main shaft h passes, 


supported at either end in suitable bearings, and on that 
portion of the shaft which lies within the body a sleeve i 
is keyed. Against each end of this sleeve and interlocking 
therewith there is mounted upon the shaft A a head j/. 
Both the contiguous surfaces of the head f and the circu- 
lar plates ¢ are provided with blades practically the same 
as those that are used in all refining engines, and these 
are generally arranged in a substantially radial position 


on these parts. In Fig. 3 of the drawings the manner of 
interlocking these heads j with the sleeve i, whereby the 
two heads become practically one member, is shown, and 





such position that when the sleeve i is in its place within 
the body the side of this flange will lie close against the 
side of the partition p, and against the opposite side of 
this partition a nut r, threaded on the sleeve i, is screwed 
up. The sides of this flange and nut may be slightly 
concaved, as shown in Fig. 2, if desired, for the reception 
of some suitable packing. It is only necessary to provide 
a light contact with the partition to prevent the passage 
of pulp from one side thereof to the other. An inlet pipe 
s, located on one side of the partition, will supply pulp to 
one end of the machine, and another inlet pipe ¢t, located 
on the other side of the partition, supplies pulp to the op- 
posite end. These inlet pipes s and ¢ may receive pulp 
from different sources of different qualities or colors, and 
that which is reduced on one side of the partition may be 
taken to one machine and that reduced on the opposite 
side to another, or these supply pipes may be connected 
up, as shown in Fig. 2, in which ¢ is the inlet pipe for 
both ends of the machine considered as source of supply, 
the other inlet pipe s being connected with the discharge 
pipe o of that end of the machine with which the pipe ¢ is 
in communication. In this case the course of the pulp 
would be through the pipe ¢, then through the head at 
the left hand end of the machine, out of the discharge pipe 
o, and then through a pipe (indicated by u) and com- 
municating with the inlet pipe s, through which the pulp 
will enter the machine on the opposite side of the parti- 
tion p, and from thence pass out of the discharge pipe o at 
the right hand end of the machine. With this construc- 
tion pulp can be sent through one end of the machine 
first and then through the other, whereby it may be sub- 
jected to a much more complete treatment, and thereby 
better adapted to certain classes of paper. Furthermore, 
with the machine provided with two separate inlets, it is 
exceedingly useful in that two grades or two colors of 
pulp, which are frequently used at the same time on the 
same machine—as, for example, on cylinder machines for 
making paper which is of one color on one side and of 
another on the opposite side—or in the same class of 
machines wherein the centre of the paper is of coarse 
material and the two sides lined with a finer grade. 

It is thus seen that the improvements set forth in this 


application adapt the machine to many uses to which the 
machine forming the subject matter of the said prior pat- 
ent is not adapted. 

It is of course well understood that there are several 
ways in which the partition p might be secured to the 
body a in a proper position and in a manner to perform 
its functions satisfactorily.

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FULTONS ANNUAL SHUTDOWN. 


It Will Occur in September—Fulton Manufacturers in Favor 
of 1,000 Tom Barge Canal—Rebuilding 
Kenyon Paper Mill, 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Fuiton, N. Y., August 3, 1903—At a recent meeting of 
the paper manufacturers and others of this city whose 
power is furnished by the hydraulic canal, it was decided 
to set the date at September 1 for the annual shutdown 
when the water will be drawn from the canal. In antici 
pation of this period of enforced idleness the paper mills 
are all running full time, being limited somewhat, however, 
in their production by low water. Water in the river has 
been steadily falling during the month of July, and con- 
ditions at this writing are not favorable to record runs. 

At Battle Island the sulphite mill is running steadily, 
turning out an average daily production of something over 
50 tons. Pulp wood is arriving at the mill in large quantities 
from barges unloading each week at Oswego and shipped 
from the company’s rossing plant on Lake St. John, P. Q 

Work on the Volney Paper Company’s plant is progress- 
ing in a satisfactory manner. The excavation for the tail 
race is nearly finished, and the arch over the channel com- 
pleted. The mill throughout will be of concrete. The 
foundations are in and much of the floor laid. The build- 
ing is attracting much attention and presents a fine appear- 
ance. During the time that the water is out of the race 
the water wheels will be set and bulkhead and flume built 
The wheels and the steel for the bulkhead are already on 
the ground in readiness for this work. 

The Victoria Paper Mills Company is installing two 250 
horse power boilers in its mills this week. It is also busy 
remodeling the old Hoff grist mill which it lately pur- 
chased and which it will utilize for a repair shop and for 
storage purposes. 

The 1,000 ton barge canal question, which comes before 
the voters of the Empire State this fall, is attracting wide 
attention. Among its stanchest supporters are found the 
paper mill menof Fulton. The perpetuation of a waterway 


through the State is of vital importance to the welfare of 
the mills, whose tonnage is steadily increasing and with 
whom the item of freight is so large. The proposed 1,000 ton 
barge canal scheme contemplates such changes in the water 
courses as to materially increase the flow of water through 
the Oswego River. It is claimed that more and higher 
dams will be built if the canal is enlarged, and the water 
power practically doubled. Nearly all of the paper mill 
men of this vicinity are members of the “1,000 Ton Barge 
Canal League of Central New York.” 

The Kenyon Paper Company, of Baldwinsville, N. Y., 


whose mill was destroyed by fire in June, has determined 


upon rebuilding its plant this season, and the work of 
clearing away débris is already begun. A new 96 inch 
machine will be installed to replace the one formerly in 
use and which was reduced to scrap by the fire. The 68 
inch machine, which was not so seriously damaged, will 
be rebuilt. The beating engines can be used after slight 
repairs, and the boilers and engines are only slightly in- 
jured. It is expected that the plant will be in full opera- 
tion by the first of the year. B. 


Floods in New York State. 


Watertown, N. Y., August 4, 1903.—The heavy rains 
last week raised some of the Northern New York streams 
to the height usually reached during the spring freshets. 
The Raquette River was so high on Thursday that the 
new dams under construction at Potsdam were in danger 
of being swept away. Black River is so high that work on 
the new dam at Brownville has been suspended. During 
the past week all the pulp drives which had been hung up 
were rushed through. The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Pa- 
per Company’s stock of wood from its lands in the Adi- 
rondacks, about 15,000 cords, is now in the booms at Dex- 
ter. The St. Regis and Taggarts paper companies now 
have at their mills all of last winter’s cut of pulp wood. 
The Carthage Sulphite Company has all its wood in Black 
River, but the breaking of a boom at the mouth of Deer 
River last Thursday leaves it short about 1,000 cords, 


which got away and went over the dams at Carthage 
B. 


FOREIGN NOTEs. 


There is an excellent market in China for cheap machine 
made paper. According to an Austrian consular report, 
large quantities are received from Austrian millsewia Ham- 
burg. 

A public company under the name of the Papier Fabrik 
Smith Meynier, with a nominal capital of 2,200,000 kronen, 
has acquired the paper mills at Fiume, formerly occupied 
by Smith & Meynier. 

The manufacture of the specialty “Collodin,” formerly 
carried on by Gustav Wolff, Mainkur, has been transferred 
to Theo. May, who will carry on the business under the 
style of Klebstoffwerke Collodin, vorm. Gustav Wolff. 





Several new mills are being planned in Germany, not- 
withstanding the reports that there is an existing overpro- 
duction which influences prices to such an extent that man- 
ufacturers are unable to make a profit. Engineering works 
are busy, and have several paper making machines on hand. 
The Papier Zeitung warns capitalists against embarking in 
the paper industry, and also points out that old mills, in 
adding to the number of their machines, practically com- 
pete against themselves. 

The Association of French Paper Makers recently dis- 
cussed the workmen’s protective legislation. It was 
stated that the industrial inspectors frequently demanded 
arrangements which could not possibly be carried out. 
Mention was made of the ventilation of rag sorting rooms, 
in connection with which there was no satisfactory system. 
It was decided to petition the Government to communicate 
with the State Committee of Arts and Industries, with the 
view of finding out some satisfactory and reliable system of 
ventilation and prevention of dust. 





When the employees of the Duncan Paper Mill, at 
Mechanicville, N. Y., received their pay envelopes Monday 
night of last week they were surprised to find that they 
had an increase in wages. All getting $1.40 per day or 
less had been raised 5 cents per day. All getting over 
$1.40 per day had been raised 10 cents per day.

At the annual meeting of the German 
Paper Makers’ Association, held at Dres 
den recently, 150 members were present out 
of a total of 275.

tariff, it was agreed that a deputation of 
four members of the association should 
wait upon the Minister of Commerce to lay 
the views of the paper trade before him. 

The chemical pulp makers, who had met 
the previous day, had come to a similar de- 
cision. 

The president of the paper makers’ meet- 
ing proposed the appointment of a com- 
mission to look into the question of estab 
lishing technical schools of paper making. 
A representative of the Saxon Government, 
who was present, expressed the hope that 
if the scheme was persevered in it would 
be so extended as to comprehend all parts 
of the empire. Many technical schools 
had been founded in Saxony, but numerous 
Government subventions had to be granted 
in order to keep them going. 

Professor Herzberg mentioned that com- 
mencing from January 1 next, all the tests 
of normal papers carried on at the tech- 
nical laboratory at Berlin would be made 
by the Schopper apparatus. 

The association decided to join that of 
the makers of chemical pulp in directing 
the attention of the public authorities to the 


fact that drying cylinders were frequently | 


—though of course erroneously—classed_ by 
them as steam boilers. 

During 1902 the average selling price of 
paper had dropped from 12s. to Its. 4d.
